Case of Burial Alive. 

) The discovery that Mrs. Needham 
wife of & farmer, near Roann, Ind., 
was buried aKye twenty years ago 
has caused a sensation of horror in 
that -neighborhood. 

'The young woman died supposed- 
ly when her first child was born in 
1880. When the body was straight- 
ened for the grave, it is now recall- 
ed by some of the women who a:d^ 
ed in that duty, doubt was express- 
ed as to whether Jife was extinct. 
At their suggestion Mr. Needham 
sent for a physician, who, after 
several tests, declared that there 
i*vas no signs of life and recommend- 
ed that the funeral 'be proceeded 
with. 

For several years after the body 
was buried in Soap Hill cemetery 
the neighbors discussed the mooted 
question. 

Last week it was decided by Mr. ' 
and Mrs. W. M. Bryan, parents of 
Mrs. Needham, to remove the body 
4:o Odd Fellows' cemetery. When 
the casket was exhumed the persons 
present at the opening of the coffin 
were astounded to find the glass top 
broken, the left arm, which, with 
the, right had been laid upon the 
breast at the time of the burial, 
lying beside the trunk, while the 
right was uplifted, with the hands 
clinched beneath the head, the hair 
evidently having been clutched 
violently in the agony of the mo- 
ment. The body itself, which had 
been laid upon the back, was par- 
tially turned over, and the sur- 
roundings were indicative of a ter- 
rible struggle. 

The theory is that Mrs. Needham 
was, when buried, in a state of sus- 
pended animation, and perhaps, 
understood all that was going on, 
but was powerless to help herself.

Is he not that 
upright moral man who, when he 
runs for an office, makes a fair and 
honorable race, who gives his op- 
ponent all the credit due him, who 
resorts to no unmanly means for 
the purpose of securing votes and 
who submits to the result of the 
election and whether elected or 
defeated is the same good citizen 
after the election that he was be- 
fore? Couldn't a candidate do 
all these things without being subs 
ject to the primary? 

Doubtless there are or will be 
candidates on the independent tick- 
et whose political principles are as 
sound and as definite as the princi- 
ples, of any one of those who are so 
enthusiastic about the primary. 
Such candidates are simply oppos- 
ed to county primaries and they 
have as much right to oppose them 
as the other man has to favor them. 
But why am I opposed to prima-.' 
ries for the purpose of selecting 
county officers? Because such; 
primaries are useless, because they! 
are the twin brother of ringism, 
because they restrict men's liber- 
ties by placing their votes beyond 
.their own control and because! 
where strong party lines are drawn 
the voters lose sight of the trust- 
worthiness and ability which can- 
didates should possess. In reference 
to the independent candidates the 
question is asked: "Are they afraid 
to submit their candidacy to the 
white men of Lumpkin county?" 
For my part I answer "No." Sub- 
mit my candidacy to every legal 
voter of this county and if elected 
will be the officer of tin 



you except to secure your vote. 
You don't know what changes may 
take place before the general elec- 
tion. Suppose there -was a worths 
less incompetent fellow before the 
primary for a certain office and yon 
should oppose him with all your 1 
might but by some unfair means be 
should secure the nomination. 
Then suppose after the primary 
was over your father or brother 
or some other good citizen should 
decide to make the race for the 
•same office. Then you would be , 
under obligation to vote against 
your father and for the worthless 
fellow because you voted 
primary. It is much more safe to 
stay away from the primary and 
keep your ballot in your own hand 
and then when the general election 
comes vyon can cast your ballot 
according to your own free will 
and the circtmstances that surround 
you at that time.

Pension Report. 

^Washington, July 31.— The 
forthcoming report of the commis- 
sioner of pensious, H. Clay Evar 
will show a grand total of 993,528 
on the rolls on July 1. On JulyT, 
1899, there was 991,519 pensioners 
on the rolls. During the year 40, -, 
645 original pensions were grant-' 
ed and 4,699 names were restored 
to the rolls. To offset these 43,- 
334 names were dropped from the 
rolls during the year, including 
35,809 by reason of death, 99 by 
re- marriages of pensioners, and 
6,614 for other causes, leaving the 
total number on the roll at the first 
of this t «iont>h 993,528. 

This is an increase of 2,010 pens 
sioners for the year. The numler 
of claims of all kinds pending July 
1, 1900, was 487,104, against 477.- 
239 on July 1, 1899. 

The report shows atotal of 260,- 
'97 names dropped during the six 
years ending June 30, of which 
103,105 were caused by deaths.

The jury revisors of this county 
didn't get to commence their 
work until 8:80 o'clock Monday 
on account of absent ones, not be- 
ing enough up to that time to 
legally transact the business. 

We have been engaged a portion 
of this week in printing tickets to 
be used by the democrats at their 
primary on next Wednesday, be- 
ing the first primary that was 
ever held for county officers in 
Lumpkin since we can remember. 

By referance elsewhere you will 
see the name of C. W. Dotson who 
is a canditate for tax collector at 
the ensuing election in October. 
Charlie is well known to most of 
you — is a clever man and it is 
useless for us to make any com- 
ment.

There are two companies propos- 
ing to build the line which causes 
things to look very favorable. The 
first proposition comes from Capt. 
Adams who is at the head of a 
company proposing to build it if 
Dahlonega will subscribe $20,000 
besides asking for rights of ways 
owned and controled by Col. W. 
P. Price, who undertook to build 
a road from Gainesville to Dah- 
lonega several years ago and fail- 
ed after grading it more than half 
way and building an expensive 
bridge across the Chattahoochee 
river. Col. Price has tendered 
all the rights and privileges he 
owns in the old proposed railroad 
and subscribed ,$500 besides. But 
the full amount of $20,000 lias not 
been subscribed by our citizens 
and we don't believe it will— not 
half of the amount has been got- 
ten up yet and we heard one large 
subscriber say the other day that 
he felt very much like withdraw- 
ing his subscription because he 
gave the amount thinking that 
others who have only given a few 
dollars would be as liberal and 
the amount would soon be gotten 
up. But not so. Very slow pro- 
gress is being made and things 
seem to be on a slow go and we 
believe if Capt. Adams' men do 
not commence operation until the 
$20,000 is* subscribed that it will 
be a long time before they build

Mining Notes, 

Judging from reports received 
from White county the mining in-? 
dust,ry : is>iooking tip considerably. 
•We are glad to hear of it as we 
no ways selfish for we want to 
prosperity spread throughout 
the land except China. 

Everything is still moving along 
as usual at the /Crown Mountain 
ndit will not be many more 
months until the machinery will 
be moving at this celebrated mine 
to the pleasure of all our citizens 
who are anxious to sec them begin 
crushing the .very rich ore they 
have struck at .various places on 
the property. One reason our cits 
iaens feel such an interest in this 

ioe is because a number of them 
have taken stock in it. 

On board the northbound trails 
last Sunday we fell in conversation 
-ith Mr. W. C. Padget, and found 
him enthusiastic over the prospects 
had recently discovered in the 
way of gold mines. He showed us 
some ore in wdiieh the precious 
metal fairly sparkled, gold, galena 
and quartz, all in combination. 
He had other uuggets in which iron 
and gold were blended. He in- 
for-med us that he bad a number of 
rich prospects located, and will 
probably have ; something interest- 
ing in the way of .raining news lat- 
er on.— Blue Ridge World. 

A five, penny weight nugget of 
gold .was picked up the other day 
by Will Hulsey on the lower Cal- 
houl property owjied by Howell ■& 
Miller, of Auraria. This discov- 
ery -caused other miners down that 
way to look about for one -also and 
Bill Bryson was successful but hi' 
was not as heavy as Mr. Hulseys, 
as it only weighed half a penny- 
weight and was found on the Pack- 
ard property on the river streak 
v that the different prop- 
erties in that section are very rich 
— only needing more deyelopment 
work to convince strangers of the 
fact, as the the citizens here 
ready aware of it, and we belive 
that the day is not far distant when 
the lower part of the county will 
be supplied with modem gold sav 
higsaving machinery like that at 
the Hand. ?This mill, sino&Sts op- 
eration has clearly demonstrated 
that aaiUch of the gold uncter the 
old -method of mining has been 
washed away and lost. There is 
-no use of this beingdone any Ion 
ger when machinery can now be 
procured that will saye 95 per cent 
of the gold like that employed by 
the Consolidated Co. 

While J. W. Meeks was over 
from Union county last week 
gave us some interesting mining 
information which will no doubt 
convince the -doubting ones that 
all-the mountain- couuties -in upper 
Georgia contain gold in paying 
quantities veins growing richer as 
they are followed.

A recent issue of the Atlanta 
Journal has this to say about min- 
ing in Georgia: 

"It would not be surprising if the 
output of gold in Georgia within 
the next ten years should amount to 
several millions of dollars annually. 
The reports which are being receiv- 
ed from the gold bearing sectional} 
Pumpkin and White. counties aroof 
the most encouraging character. 
In our dispatches yesterday front 
Washington,' Wilkes county, there 
was a statement that there had been 
found a gold field in Lincoln county, 
and that one man had been offered 
$260,000 for a tract of forty acres 
by New York parties. Lincoln an d 
Lumpkin counties are wide apart, 
indicsik-g that the gold-bearing 
section of the state is extensive- 
A large amount of money hasheen 
placed in gold miningin the 'Dah- 
lonega section. And the returns, 
it is said, more than justify expecta- 
tion. It is reported that the .Con - 
sol idated -Gold Mining Company, 
which is capitalized at $5,000,000, 
but which has invested, so it is 
claimed, only about $6,000, will 
make this year fully $1,000,000. 
There are other companies which 
are doing so well the their stockhol- 
ders are more than satisfied. 

Of course, full reliance is mot to 
be placed on -newspapers reports to 
-what the mines arc doing, because 
the newspapers have to depend 
largely on what they can pick up. 
Naturally the companies which are 
being operated are averse to making 
known the details of their business. 
If they are making money and are 
not seeking to dispose of stock they 
will maintain secrecy respecting 
the gold prospects. Doubtless they 
have their prospectors out all time 
and are keeping discoveries to 
thcmeseJ ves. If there is gold bear- 
ing land to be had they want it. 
The less said about the output of the 
mines the better their chances will 
be for getting gold-beariag land at 
a reasonable price. 

It is said that some of the ore 
yields at the rate of $19.50 per ton. 
That is a very large yield. M uch of 
the ore that is worked in Colorado 
docs not yield over $3 per ton. If 
the ore in Lumpkin and While 
counties is as abundant and as rich 
as it is reported to be, Georgia will 
soon be classed as one of the big 
gold-producing states."

The Quarrentine Law. 

We clip the following article from 
a recent issue of the Bine Ridge 
Post which explains the law that 
effects this section, as follows: 

The cattle quarantine law is very- 
little understood among our peo 
pie, and an explanation would not 
be out of place. This quarantine 
■line is established by the United 
States governmont to protect 
healthy cattle of North Georgia 
against the Texas cattle fever or 
distemper, that prevails in the 
counties of middle Georgia. The 
State line between North Carolina 
End Georgia has been the line for 
some years, but under this law, the 
qnartine was raised two months in 
the year, so that the people of 
Fannin, Union, Towns and Rabun 
could ship their cattle to the north- 
ern markets a»d thus get better 
prices than in the southern mar- 
ket. 

But of late, infected cattle have 
spread the disease by means of the 
cattle tick, so that the quarantine 
is now on during the entire year 
•and no cattle can be shipped 
through North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. Thisdiscaso is now known 
to be spread by the tick that is on 
cattle in the infested districts. 
Cattle haying the ticks may become 
immune from the disease, but, 
when they are carried among the 
healty cattle, the ticks curry the 
contagion and the healthy cattle 
die. 

So, North Georgia being cut off 
from her most profitable market, 
is trying to remedy the evil. The 
government and state authorities 
haye now established a quarantine 
'line as follows: Beginning at the 
"North Carolina line, running 
along the lines between Towns and 
White and between Rabun and 
Habersham and between Dawson 
and Union and between Gilmer and 
Faimin and between Murray and 
Fannin to the Tennessee line. 

It is now a misdemeanor for any 
one to bring cattle across this line 
from South to North. The object 
of this law is to free these northern 
counties from the cattle tick. 
When the government inspector 
declares that this has been accom- 
plished, then the quarantine be- 
*>.#*•» ui and North Carolina and 
T»*M*aee will fee raised, and we 
«*n hare access to the northern 
market and our cattle will be 
healthy.

Mining Notes. 

We understand that Robt. Pos- 
tern is doing some good placer 
work down on the Calhoun. 

John Bramlet, Mark Gibbs and 
Rugus Allison made 106 penny- 
weights of gold on the St. George, 
White county, in less than eigh- 
teen days. 

Whorton Anderson, of the Cal- 
houn was up awhile last Saturday, 
His placer diggings still continue 
with a fine show and last of the 
month when he cleans up we may 
expect to see another large fine 
bar of gold. 

They struck it rich on Turkey 
Hill last week, the strike being 
made by Jake Loggins and Teal 
An old miner after visiting the 
place says that it is the prettiest 
thing he ever looked at in the way 
of a gold mine. We saw s< 
the ore and it was certainly an 
eye opener. 

Messrs. Greenfield & Crawford 
near the Betz mine in this coun 
ty are going to erect a stamp mill 
to crush the large quantity of ore 
already taken out. Their shaft 
has reached a depth of 150 feet, 
the ore in it and at other plac 
on the property being rich enough 
and plentiful enough to justify 
them in building the mill, feeling 
assured that they will be able to 
handle it easily and cheaply for 
many years to come. 

Birch Bros, have been so busy 
looking after their dredge boat 
since beginning to run it day 
and night that neither have been 
up to see us for some time, never- 
theless we hear from down there 
occasionally and the large amount 
of gold they are taking from the 
bed of the Chestatee river is an 
interesting sight to look at. The 
weather has been fine for their 
work, no rains having occurred 
heavy enough for some time to re- 
tard the progress of their opera- 
tions the least bit. 

For some time the Dahlonega 
Gold Mining and Milling Compa- 
ny have had an option on the 
Briar Patch property and have 
been doing development work on 
the same with an eye of taking it 
if found to be valuable enough to 
suit them. No doubt it has 
for Prof. Ben Hall, of Atlanta, 
is now engaged in surveying a 
lengthy canal from some point 
near Dawson county near Amica- 
lola Falls to the mine in Lump- 
kin. It is said that they propose 
to spend $200,000 in equipping 
the property and getting it in first 
class mining order, 

An Ohio gentleman has been 
here for several days testing the 
Yahoola below the several 
mills from the mouth on up to 
see if it will pay him to put in a 
boat to work the bed of the creek. 
Much gold for many years has 
been lost in this stream from the 
various old fashion stamp mills, 
saying nothing of the metal that 
has washed down from the hills 
on either side. A satisfactory 
test was made in the Yahoola a 
few years ago by a gentleman who 
commenced a boat but didn't have 
sufficient means to complete and 
put it into operation, otherwise it 
would have been in successful op- 
eration to-day. The old saying 
of its "taking money to make 
money" is true, and we hope now 
that it is in the hands of one 
who will put the enterprise 
through. 

The Consolidated is moving all 
its operations along in the usual 
business like way. The mill at 
the Hand continues to run both 
day and night on ore that is im- 
proving the deeper they follow it. 
Shaft No. 2 will soon have ite 
hoisting fixtures ready to begin to 
furnish the mill with a good sup- 
ply of ore. And preparations are 
being made to add more water so 
to furnish a sufficient supply to 
do anything that is desired at any 
season of the year, a large force 
of hands being put to work on the 
canal and Blue Ridge tunnel this 
week working to this point. 
This is a move in the right direc- 
tion for the water gets very scarce 
here during the fall season and is 
sometimes a drawback to the min- 
ing industry where arrangements 
have not been made for a sufficient 
supply in due time. I 



It is rumored that another min- 
ing enterprise will begin operation 
in Lumpkin county some time in 
the near future, being the Cappe, 
owned by Mr. Vanderventer, a 
resident of Tennessee, whose re- 
cent investigation gave such sat- 
isfaction as to cause him to make 
up his mind to move in this direc 
tion. We are informed than ii 
cleaning out an old shaft a sulphu- 
retted vein was struck which as 
saved to be worth one hundred 
and twenty-four dollars per ton, 
and what makes it most interes- 
ting the vein is a seven "footer." 
New discoveries continue to be 
made on Crown Mountain, the last 
one being struck last week on the 
south side of the Mountain. We 
had the pleasme of seeing a lot of 
the ore last Saturday taken from 
the new vein which was certainly 
pleasing to the eye even to those 
having no interest in this en 
prise, and how happy such finds 
cause the owners can better be 
agined than described. The ore 
was perfectly speckled with gold 
being visible without the aid of 
any kind of a magnifying gh 
Of coure it is difficult to estimate 
the value of auch rich ore but mi- 
ners who saw it say that at the 
least calculation it was worth half 
a pennyweight to the panful. All 
work preparetory to commence 
working the Crown Mountain is 
moving a long as fast as possible.. 
The work of putting up the posts 
for the wires, to be used in the 
transmission of power to the plant 
commenced last Wednesday. 

A stranger was here this w r eek 
investigating some of the mica 
discoveries near Porter Springs. 
There is plenty of mica in this 
county but as yet it has not been 
found in large enough seamless 
pieces to pay for shipping unless 
we had a railroad, though it might 
mprove if followed deep enough. 
This has never been tried here 
yet, as gold mining has attracted 
most every ones attention in 
this section in search of minerals.

It is true .that 
some of the superintendents told 
the hands that the eompany would 
stand between them and .the law 
but the code of Georgia does nqt 
allow ; ,this-*?-everiy tub stwids .on 
its own bottom.

itheywish. Itinaybethat they will 
ilosei-EL 'fchaosand dollars for each 
Sunday-they do mot comply with 
Jaws of Georgia but , they must 
consider -#hat there are numerous 
other businesses #-here men 
could add mit6h ■ more * to their 
•riches could they operate on Stta- 
day, "but "frhelaw says they must 
inot^doit. It may 'seem a hard- 
ship on them but it is ^law and we 
are not respottsiWe for it. In call- 
ing attention %o this matter we 
did not mean 'to 'offend any one, 
but where a person who Out of 
reason does become offended at hs 
we do not care. 

Our reason for saying that the 
Sunday work would cease at the 
Hand is this: Mr. Scott, called 
last Monday who, we sup- 
pose spoke by authority of the 
company and asked us if we had 
any objections to a watchman be- 
ing kept at he Hand. We told 
him no, the law allowed certain 
Sunday work tojbe done. Then he 
stated that all Sunday work would 
cease — that they would not start 
up the chlorinatie.n plant at all, 
"just to aecoramodate you news- 
paper men . " N<aw as to -this they 
can do as they please and even stop 
all operations -if t&cy wish.

This is the penalty: A fine not 
to exceed one thousand dollars,

Peas Were Boiled in New Ti«. 

Tifton, Ga., August 5.— Details 
of the tragedy near IrwinviHe, Ir- 
win county, in which two children 
lost their lives, and their parents 
are at death's door have been re- 
ceived. 

It seems Lew is Connors, a farmer 
living near IrwinviHe, had been in 
very feeble health for some time and 
his attending physician would only 
allow him to eat very light diet. 
Friday he had his wife to cook seme 
pea soup for him, and the soup was 
boiled in a new tin pail. Mr. Con- 
nor-tried to eat some;of|it, but didnt 
like its taste, and set the vessel to 
one side. A few minutes later a 
neighbor came after Mr. Connor to 
carry him to his home for the night 
thinking a change might do the sick 
man good. Mr. Connor went off 
with him, and the pea soup was for- 
gotten until supper time when Mrs. 
Connor and the children ate of it, 
but not heartiiy, as there was only 
a small quantity. An hor.r or so 
later, the oldest child, a little boy 
was taken violently ill, and a phy- 
sician was sent for, but although he 
lived only a mile distant, the boy 
died before Dr. Julian could arrive 
Seeing the patient was dead, the 
doctor returned home but before he 
had unhitched his horse, a messen 
ger arrived post hast, saying ans 
.''•children was very ill, 
He arrived before the little suffer, 
er, another boy, died, but was too 
late to render any assistance. While

Wants the Hands to Work 
on Sunday. 

Toledo, O,, Aug. IS, 1900'. 
Deae Editor: — 

You will doubtless recognize 
the enclosed clipping from the 
Nugget of the 17th inst. It has 
occurred to me that in publishing 
this kind of stuff you are stand- 
ing in your own light and doing 
imparable injury to your little 
village to whose best interests you 
would, have people to believe you 
are devoted. Every week you 
boast of increased circulation of 
your paper. Did it ever occur to 
you that this comes about, not 
because of your superior talent as 
an editor, but only because of 
the interest excited by reason of 
the operations of the Consolidated 
Co. A company that has done 
more to advance the interests of 
your town and county than all 
the natives who have lived and died 
there since the white settler came 
to that region. I have no cloubfc 
but you, Mr. Editor, are a very 
good man, but I am equally cer- 
tain that the managers of the Con- 
solidated are just as good and per- 
haps from their more extended in- 
tercourse with the world, some- 
what brpader in their views. 

While it is the unquestionable 
right for every man to hold such 
views on every question as he 
pleases and to express them too.

Do you not 
think that it would be advantag- 
eous to all parties concerned to 
allow the Consolidated to manage 
3wn affairs in its own way 
without envious comment from 
you? This company has gone in- 
to your country and by fair deal- 
ings, increased the wage rate and 
strict attention to their own busi- 
ness establishing foi itself an en- 
iable reputation. They have re- 
sisted many times the temptation 
of importing labor, prefering to 
give their wages to the nnemploj'-- 
ed natives and making a priee for 
this labor largely in excess of any 
thing heard of before in the re- 
gion.

erate remarks on the methods of 
the company that do not just co- 
incide with your ideas. If the 
company are doing wrong let them 
take the responsibility and the 
penalty without a kick from you 
who are one of the beneficiaries of 
their going among you. Capital 
is very timid and will hesitate a 
long time before investing in a 
ntry where the narrow ideas of 
the inhabitants may kindle a fire 
that will work its ruin. Think 
this matter over and see where 
you are at. H. M. Nbsmith. 

The gentleman is very much 
mistaken when he thinks that we 
have any malace towards this en- 
terprise or a single member of the 
company for it has always been 
our desire to see them prosper and 
do yet. We only referred to the 
matter to save the laborers trou- 
ble because they are the ones who 
have to suffer the penalty under 
our laws — not those employing 
them — as shown by the act pub- 
lished last week. The law here 
provides for certain Sunday work, 
but not what they have been do- 
ing.
